After Thirteen Years, Raising of Vessel 
Proves that 200 Brave Sailors Were 
Killed by Fiendish Deed 


HAVANA, Sept. 25.—it has 
been 
m ad e clear ‘hat the battleship Maine 
was destroyed by an external explo­ 
sion. 
T he cofferdam su rrounding the 
w reck has been cleared of mud, gi\- 
ing a perfect view of the hull, or what 
is left of it, and now for the tirst tim e 
is revealed the double bottom of the 
ship, with part of the keel forced up 
into a perpendicular position, twenty- 
eight feet higher than the balance of 
the keel. 
It is ‘lie belief that a huge boiler, 
probably a sugar mill boiler, 
or 
a 
large cask, loaded w ith pow erful ox 
plosives, w as used to blow up 
the 
Maine. 
This discovery has created a se n sa ­ 
tion 
n 
W ashington. 
Hear Admiral 
R ichard W ainw riglu, who w as execu­ 
tive officer on the Maine on the nigh 
tha t the ship w as destroyed, said last 
n ig ht: 
"1 have alw ays held to the opinion 
that the w reek was due to an external 
cause prim arily and it is gra'ifyin g to 
find that the actual 
view 
of

w reck sustains wba 
we have alw ays 
considered as proven." 
The actual work of lifting the his­ 
toric wreck, that housed one of the 
greatest m ysteries of the- sea, 
was 
begun early this year, but it was no- 
the tirst a -tempt. 
T he argum ent as to w hether 
the! 
Maine was mink by an inside exclu­ 
sion or by oiuside agency had raged j 
ev er since ‘he Spanish-A m erican war. 
and in ord er to settle it the govern­ 
ment had, on a 
h ast three occasions, 
em pow ered priv ate co n tracto rs to u n ­ 
d e rfa k e the work of hauling the hulk 
o u t of the m ud of H avana harbor. 
In each instance ihe would-be rais-j 
e rs had p.banTioneu the an m n pt after 
a brief effort. 
One "of the contractors, 
how ever, succeeded in recovering sev-j 
oral guns, the pa ym a ster’s chest 
and [ 
all but s.xty-t ue of the victims bodies.; 
D em ands for ihe exposure of the ' 
w reck to vie ■ 
continued year after; 
ye ar and, finally, in the 
ea rly part ofj 
1910. congress passed a bill authoriz-j 
ing the raising of t: 
Maine and ap-l 


propriating $100,000 for the work. 
In 
this attem pt it w as provided tha t the 
work should he done under the direc­ 
tion oi bn ite d S ta te s army en g in eers 
and not intrusted to private experts. 
The Maine has lain 
for 
thirteen 
years in the harbo r of Havana, with 
only a small portion of its tu rret, a 
mast, and stack exposed to view. 
The 
keel has rested on a coral bed. fifty 
feet below the surface of the w ater 
and directly un d er eighteen feet of 
black rauu. 
To raise the M aine out of this po 
sit ion 
various m ethods 
were 
pro­ 
posed. but finally the engineers decid­ 
ed to use a cofferdam, a plan which 
involved the building of a wall around 
the wreck. 
Tins wall consists of a 
series of cylindrical tubes, built of 
steel, rock and cem ent and so joined 
that they form an absolutely w a ter­ 
proof com partm ent. 
li 
took approxim ately six m onths 
to build the cofferdam and it was not 
uutil J u i r 
of this year, that the work 
of pum ping the w ater out of it w as be­ 
gun. 
Pow erful pum ps were put ai 
work, however, and they have been 
pum ping a practically steady s ream j 
of w ater and mud since that time. 
W .ihin a few days after tho pum p­ 
ing began the ra is ers were able 
to 
see a large portion of the upper works 
and in tim e num erous relies of the
